‘weather station and a greenhouse will also 
bbe created to support research. 


2. Sustainability This investment will be used 
to implement a number of energy-saving 
initatves, including the installation of 
series of solar panels, which will allow the 
University to generate much of the energy 
that it uses. 


3. Safety and Security: Some of the funds 
will be used to enhance on-campus security, 
such as installing a paging and speaker 
system, replacing locks and adding emer 
gency phones campuswide, 


4. Student Services: The investment will 
also allow Redeemer to better serve 
‘students by expanding its Food Services 
area. Some of the cost for this venture is 
being paid by Sodexo Inc., Redeemer's food 
services provider.

Leaving a legacy for 
students and faculty 


Dr. Norman leaves Redeemer after 21 years 


Dr. Wayne Norman is retiring from 
Redeemer University College again, and 
this time, he won't be coming back. In 
1888, Dr. Norman came to Redeemer 
from Iowa, where he had been teaching 
at Northwestern College. An experimen: 
tal psychologist, Dr. Norman's expertise 
complemented the department, allowing 
it to modify the curricuhum to better pre- 
pare students for graduate school. 

In early 2008, De: Norman took on the 
role of Director of Research and Faculty 
Development. During his time at Redeem 
¢F, he embraced his role as facilitator and 
‘encourager of ll scholarly activity: cutting- 
edge research, pedagogical enhancement, 
and profesional development. After the 
2006-07 academicyear, Ds; Norman retired 
from teaching, but agreed to remain Direc- 
tor of Research and Faculty Development 
‘on.aparttime basis. 

Through that role, Dr. Norman has 
overseen the disbursement of faculty te- 


search and course development grants 
as well as the guiding of young faculty in 
their research agendas, Part of his work 
has included the mentoring of faculty 
in their first three years at Redeemer. 
Dr Jacob Eilens, Vice President Academic 
and Provost, reflects on the importance 
of this task: “The program has become an 
instrument enabling faculty to find their 
place in the millenniiong tradition of 
Christian scholarship vith special focus 
‘on its Reformed wing. He has promoted 
faculty and student researeh in ways that 


fix the mission of Redeemerand has raised 
the profile of researett funding.” 

This summer, Dr. Norman will leave 
Redeemer to take up a position in the 
Piychology Department of Simpson Uni 
versity, a sister Christian institution in 
Redding, CA. ‘The move will also allow 
him to spend more time with his family, 
wito live in the US Pacific Northwest. 

Dz. Norman's work wil be carried on by 
two faculty members: the position of Direc 
tor of Research and Faculty Development 
will be taken up by Dr: Doug Loney, who 
will also integrate this work with the area of 
Teaching and Learning; and the mentor 
ing of new faulty will be taken on by Dr 
Jise van der Meer. Redeemer is grateful 
for the willingness of these two to take on 
these new responsibilities and. prays that 
the important work begun by Dr. Norman 
will continve to bear good fruit. “[Dr. 
Norman] took great care in both his 
teaching and his research and came to 
be respected as a model teacherschobar 
This,..university is greatly in his debt,” 
notes Dr. Ellens.
